Fire, which started in the optical laboratory of 
the Physics Building al a few minutes after two o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, and the water which the firsmsn 
of ten stations poured into the building afterwards, des- 
troyed much valuable material in the western section 
of that structure. No lives were lost. 

Jhe damage has not yet been definitlcy estimated, 
as it is necessary to count up every piece of optic*! ap- 
paratus that was destroyed. It may reach $10.000. 
The loss is covered by insurance. 

The fire apparently originated in a piece of ap- 
paratus involving a qu*vtz and mercury arc. Dr. Eve 
attaches no blame whatsoever to the graduate student 
who was using this apparatus. 

When the fire broke out no one was in the lab- 
oratory. The doors of the room were locked. Three stu- 
dents working immediately above, were the first to no- 
tice the flames. Langley, a student ir. third year App- 
lied Science was the first to give the general warning. 
The Janitor of the Arts building turned in the alarm to 
the fire department. 

Drs. Foster and Keys and Mi« Douglas were scon 
on the scene, they assisted considerably by pulling out 
the hose and pouring water on the flames.

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THE FIRE 

Shortly after two o'clock yesterday the students and pro- 
fessors in the Physics Building realized with consternation that fire 
had broken out and that flames were rapidly eating their way 
. through the fl oors of the building. Before the conflagration broke 
; through the confines of the. room where it originated and made 
itself evident, the dread destructive force had found good mate- 
rial to work on: it was gaining ground and had begun to destroy 
valuable scientific apparatus and to render useless the results of 
months of patient effort in the field of research. 

' V.r. ■ 

Two alarms were sent in to the Fire Department, within five 
minutes fire-fighting forces were on the scene. In the meantime 
all available apparatus in the building was utilized in a staunch 
endeavour 'c qutll th>: Har/ies. Rumour spread abo;tt the campus 
like Wild-fii c,' nrid?\a crowd c ! students congregated fiom the 
various buildings to witness the unfortunate incident. 

Efficient fighting on the part of the City Fire Department, 
of students and members of the staff, for more than two hours, 
quelled the conflagration. But in its path has been left a loss that 
•will be difficult to retrieve. 

McGill can ill afford at this, or at any other time for that 
matter, to have the Physics Building suffer such a loss. There 
are other edifices about the campus that might be sacrificed more 
graciously. It is not the actual damage to the building itself that 
will be felt most keenly, but the loss of scientific apparatus that 
is almost invaluable and difficult to replace. ' 

The source of the fire is attributed to an arc lamp used in 
connection with research work in a small laboratory on one of the 
upper floors. The graduate students who set up the apparatus 
are exonerated from all blame for the unexpected and disastrous 
results which followed. It was purely an accident. It was one of 
those accidents which are almost inevitable in the work of the 
scientist. As it happened in this case the results are more serious 
than usual. 

The orderly manner in which students attending classes 
vacated the building after the alarm was given, is deserving of 
mention. There was no noise, no confusion, no violent rushing 
for exits. Circumstances that might" easily have precipitated a stam- 
pede were accepted calmly, and students filed out of the main 
entrance unhurt. 

Considerable relief was felt on the campus when investiga 
tion of the extent of the damage proved that lectures couiti uc 
resumed in Physics within a very tew days. it is auiiioiitaliv«!y 
stated that the customary lectures wijj be delivered mOiiiiiy.

Work in the mission fields of Angola 
Portuguese East Africa, was tho sub 
ject of a LaJk by Miss Head before the 
Students' Volunteer Band last night. 
Miss Head Is peculiarly fittod to speak 
on Missions since she ' herself -was 
born In tho mission fields, the daugh- 
ter of a senior missionary. Her rather 
and mother were both McGH) grad- 
uates and she is u graduate Mac- 
donald College. 

Cllissamba, Angola, whore Miss 
Read's mission field Is, is throe hun- 
dred miles inland from the West 
Coast. The natives are very peaceful 
and tthow tho greatest friendliness to- 
wards the missionaries, much more 
indoed than do the Portuguese. 

The newcomer is first struck by tihe 
filth of the villages, and the miserable 
hovels in which tine people live, no 
windows no furniture of any kind 
the people just squaLllsg n.i the floor 
around a litrle tire. Tho natives are 
kept in porpotuaJ poverty buying 
fetishes from witch doctors to cure 
diseases, and. aitor curing to prevent 
a. rectirrfl.nc. 

One of the greatest aide to conver- 
sion is the improved living condili.ma 
of Iho converts. While (he non-con 
verts are living m squalid surround- 
ings the converts ha.ve comfortable 
houses a.nd good clotho a due to the 
fact lha.r I hoy do not 'have in give ull 
thfir money to witch dwi.ui'a and that, 
they have learned how lo work at the 
mission -school. Many children who 
have received mission school training 
find tho lives of ulicir parents an ro- 
pugnant as a European docs . 
Miss Road likes lhe natives very
